But 1 sent for two of my nieces, as 

poor as myself, and together we did 

l he work and shared I lie profits. I. el 
me say lo you that if you are poor 
and in tolerable health, do your own 
work. By that means we got on and 
had order and cleanliness, and though 
life is mil exactly delightful to us, it 
is tolerable. 

" As to the ludicrous side of pover- 
ty. We see enough of it. So many 
little shifts and pretenses, though 
they arc pathetic enough sometimes. 
1 began by asking rather high prices, 

and if they were refused, let the 
rooms slay empty. Hut my purse be- 

gan to get empty too, ami I was 
obliged lo compromise. Sometimes I 
did not like a man's manner or a wom- 
an's costume, ami 1 was Stiff, which 

lost me considerable money. Then 

again, some men's business was not to 
my taste, though they were very 
silent and unobsl ruivc themselv 
losl money on a good hoarder the first 
year by Standing loo much on my dig- 
nity. If a dancing master generally 
teaches ' deportment' to his pupils, I 
think ionic on. should teach a bank- 
er's daughter, in view of certain pos- 
sibilities, how lo attract and deal 
pleasantly with hoarders. If it were 
not a good thing to be merry under 

the worst circumstances, I should not

attention, the fair words ami no deeds, 
the barren good wishes — in short, the 
whole repellent attitude of the 
world." 

" Do you see," he said, "that old 
man at the foot of the table : He 
has peace enough to bathe us all in it, 
patience enough and joy enough to 
share with us all. lie does not know 
how lo read, hut he knows the thing 
that Si. Haul counted a higher know- 
ledge than all his Hebrew learning 
ami Greek subtlety, lie had a 
misfortune in his youth — no matter 
what it was — and if ever there was a 
child of (Jod. fashioned by God's own 
hands and chastened in his own wax, 
it is he." 

Here the host stepped forward, and 
raising his voice said : "There is one 
among you, my friends, who has n" 
word to speak of his troubles and dis- 
appointments, yet Ibex have been 
harder to hear than all yours, save 
those miseries born of guilt.

I do not 
want to give the impression that all 
the mutes of Boston and vicinity ate 
of i hat sort. The larger part arc 
intelligent and disposed to be peace- 
able, if let alone by the discontented, 
jealous portion, and it does seem 
e that certain mutes, who ought 
to know better, are continually trying 
to stir up trouble by interfering 

with what they have no business to. 
Well, there were between sixty and 
seventy present including a number 
of semi-mutes of the Horace Mann 
and Northampton schools, who know 

little or nothing of the sign-language 

and kept up a (dial among themselves 
by lip /nation. 
Ai eight o'clock, the meeting was 

called to order by Mr. Ceo. C. Sawyer, 
who appears to be the leader by his 

actions. Great preparations had been 

made for the success of the under- 
taking. A lawyer and an interpreter 

had been procured. 

The Trustees and committee of the 
Boston society, were requested to at- 
tend. We will give them credit for 
one thine', and thai is the wisest that 

ihe\ have lately done. They fortun- 
ately had a good lawyer, and followed 
his 'advice, which was to the effect 

that thej could do nothing with the 

Boston society, as it was not organis- 
ed under the Laws of Massachusetts, 
and the best thing for them to do was

It is io be regretted, however, that 
the chairman so forgot all dignity 
and self respect as to denounce in 

very ungentlemanly terms the Hart- 
ford teachers, who have so often spoke 
of the Boston Society at their Sunday 

morning services. As far as I could 

understand his remarks, from the 
very exciting manner in which they 
were delivered, he said tbe time had 

come for the Boston mutes to be free 
from the dictation of the Hartford 
teachers, that they had got through 
school and were intelligent enough to 

attend to their own affairs. 

For his own reputation and that of 
his followers, for whom he appears to 

be the leader, these remarks bad better 
not have been made. If true, why 
did they have a lawyer present to tell 
them what to do? If intelligent 
ii to attend to their own affairs, 
why do not they do so and let other 
societies alone '/ It is plain to be seen 
and it is a pity why some plan cannot 
be arranged so that they ean live in 
peace ?

able to all.' 

It is absured to say that a society 
that has existed for fourteen years, 
should give wa\ to one which has 
led along with a much smaller 
attendance for three years and found 
it now necessarc to re-organise. We 

hope that they having made one wise 
move, they will make another, which 
would be a step forward in the right 
direction. It might be a good plan

Mrs. John Lynn, the wife of the 
gentleman employed at tbe State 
Bindery, left Tuesday evening for 
Minerva, (>., to attend tbe funeral of 
Milton Brothers, the deaf-mute whose 
name was recently added to the 
already long list of those " Killed by 
the cars." Mr. Brothers was an ex- 



tained money frpm one of the officers 
here, went to his former home, Ports- 
mouth, O., and, in less than twenty- 
four hours after his arrival there, he 
smashed a tine French plate glass 
window worth about fifty dollars in 
the front of a bat store and then grab 
bing a lot of hats, started to run. but 
was overhauled and taken to jail. 
Ripley is a strange example of incor- 
rigibility, and seems bound to go to 
the penitentiary. 

The street in front of tbe Institu- 
tion, one of tbe most beautiful in tbe 
city, is being paved with Hall wood 
block, and the boulders now in place 
will be torn up and taken away. 
When done, the street will be greatly 

unproved, both in looks and durability. 

Owing to the fact that so many 
deaf-mutes have attained success on
